THE daughter of a pensioner who has been 
missing since last Sunday, has urged resi¬ 
dents to check their sheds and garages for 
him during an emotional appeal. 

Andrew Goldsboro, 78, has not been seen 
since leaving his home in Compton Avenue, 
Luton, at around 7.15pm, seven days ago. He 
did not tell his wife or anyone else that he was 
going away and does not appear to have taken 
money, bank cards, clothes or even his false 
teeth with him. 

His daughter Nuala Goldsboro ( pictured ) 
said that the family could not understand his 
disappearance. 

“My mum and dad had a normal Sunday 
together. They had dinner and watched 
Countryfile and my dad went outside for a 
cigarette,” she said. 

“After he had been gone for around 15 
minutes my mum went out to see where he was 
as it was raining heavily, but he had gone. 

“She got a torch and went to the bottom of the 
garden, and then walked up and down the 
street but could not see him. 

“We just can’t get our head around it all, it is 
so wildly out of character and there are no 
clues about where he could have gone. We just 
keep searching and searching, it’s all we can 
do.” 

Nuala is urging local people to check their 
sheds and garages in case Andrew has become 
confused about where he is and has taken 
shelter from the wet weather. 

“I’d ask people to keep a look out for him and 
just check for him. Please help us bring him 
back home.” 

Andrew, who has been described as ‘caring’ 
and a ‘gentleman’ has been happily married to 
wife Bernadette for 52 years. 

Nuala said: “Mum is obviously devastated, 


it’s really difficult for her. We come from 
such a close family so this has come right out 
of the blue, so we’re trying to support each 
other.” 

Andrew, who is a retired maintenance engi¬ 
neer at The Mall is a keen gardener and regular 
at St Joseph’s Church. 


Nuala said: “So many people have come 
forward to help and that is just a testament to 
the type of man my Dad is. The phone just has 
hasn’t stopped ringing,” said Nuala. 

Detective Inspector John Murphy of 
Bedfordshire Police said: “We are extremely 
concerned for Andrew’s safety and this 


behaviour is extremely out of character.” 

He added that CCTV tapes had been checked 
and a search of the area had been carried out, 
but there had been no leads.

Honour the fallen at 
Remembrance events

THOSE who have given their 
lives in past and present con¬ 
flicts will be honoured at 
remembrance services in Luton 
and Dunstable. 

The Royal British Legion’s ser¬ 
vice in Luton, which is supported 
by the local authority, begins at 
10.57am today at the war memo¬ 
rial outside the town hall. 

A number of organisations will 
parade from Park Street West to 
the war memorial where two 
minutes silence will be observed 
at 11am. The silence will start 
and end by the sounding of the 
‘Last Post’ and ‘Reveille’ by Mr 
Alan Norman from the Salvation 
Army. 

This will be followed by an 
exhortation and the recital of the 
Kohima epitaph, recited by Don 
Woodcroft Esq, President of the 
Luton Branch, Royal British 
Legion. The Lord-Lieutenant of 
Bedfordshire, Helen Nellis, 
together with Mayor of Luton, 
Cllr Sheila Roden will lay the first 



wreaths followed by representa¬ 
tives of local ex-service and uni¬ 
formed organisations in memory 
of those who lost their lives. 

Tomorrow, there will be a 
smaller ceremony outside the 
war memorial from 10:58am 
including buglers sounding ‘The 
Last Post’ and ‘Reveille’ followed 
by laying of wreaths. Once again 
two minutes silence will be 
observed at 11am. 

The Leagrave and Limbury 
Parade and Service of 
Remembrance also takes place 


today (Sunday). Scouts, Cubs 
and Cadets will meet at 10.45am 
in the British Legion Club car 
park, Marsh Road, Luton and 
move over to the Leagrave 
Limbury and Biscot War memo¬ 
rial (opposite the Library). 

Wreaths will be laid at 10.55am, 
and the two minutes silence, 
which will start and end with 
cannon shots, is followed by the 
‘Last Post’ and ‘Reveille’.

WE WILL NOT BE 
BEATEN ON PRICE 
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Church organ needs fix 
to the tune of... £100k

CHURCHGOERS are appealing for 
funds of up to £100,000 to save their 
magnificent 143-year-old organ. 

The instrument in the High Town 
Methodist Church on High Town 
Road, Luton was bought second hand 
and installed into the grade II listed 
building in 1898 - after first being 
constructed by Wilkinson in 1870. 

But after being played during ser¬ 
vices, weddings and funerals for more 
than a century, the valuable organ 
now needs refurbishing. 

David Goodge, who has been the 
church organist for 20 years, is 
desperate to restore the instrument. 

He said: “The church council are 
really keen to save the organ and all of 
the heritage and history that comes 
with it. 

“The restoration process is a big job 
- the organ has 1,660 individual lead 
pipes which need to be cleaned and 
straightened out. 

“The job will take around nine 
months and is costly - we need 
around £70,000 to do the essential 
work but the full scale works would 
cost over £100,000. 

“The organ is now deteriorating 
quite quickly and the worry is that it 



will go beyond repair and become 
unplayable. 

“We have one of the last remaining 
Wilkinson organs here in Luton, and 
to lose it is unthinkable. 

“If we can raise enough money for 
the restoration, we hope that profes¬ 
sional organists would be able to 
come and do recitals here.” 

In addition to refurbishing the 
existing pipework, the church hopes 
to install an electro-magnetic system 


which would enable it to be played 
from downstairs. 

Fundraising began in june and over 
£16,000 has already been collected, 
through events such as sponsored 
golf days and a Harvest Supper. 

A number of new ideas are being put 
together, including plans to enable 
residents to ‘sponsor a pipe.’

Criminal investigation is launched 


A CRIMINAL investigation has been 
launched over the death of a man while 
in police custody in Luton. 

Leon Briggs, 38, was being held under 
section 136 of the Mental Health Act 
following concern about his behaviour 
in Marsh Road, Luton, on Monday. 

He later became ill at Luton police 
station and was taken to hospital, 
where he died. 

The Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) launched an inves¬ 


tigation and house to house enquiries 
were carried out in Marsh Road. 

IPCC Commissioner Mary Cunneen 
said: “Following a review of the evi¬ 
dence gathered so far, I have deter¬ 
mined that this will be a criminal 
investigation. 

“We are still in the early stages of 
this investigation and it is important 
that we do not pre-judge the findings. 
However, at this stage we believe there 
is an indication that potential criminal 


offences may have been committed 
including gross negligence and/or 
unlawful act manslaughter, misconduct 
in public office, and/or offences under 
the Health and Safety at Work Act 1974. 

“We will also be considering whether 
any potential disciplinary offences 
have been committed. 

“We have made good progress in the 
investigation but we are still appealing 
for further witnesses.”

Man slashed his 
neck with knife

A MAN suffering with depres¬ 
sion took his own life in a 
Luton park, an inquest heard 
this week. 

The coroner was told that 
Paul Fittes, 50, of Pinemead 
in Shefford died after slash¬ 
ing his neck with a large knife 
in Stockingstone Park on 
Tuesday, July 30. 

Officers were first called to 
the area close to the junction 
of Stockingstone Road and 
New Bedford Road at around 


3pm after a dog-walker 
reported seeing a man in a 
wooded area with a wound to 
his neck. 

The ambulance service 
attended but were unable to 
revive the 50-year-old who 
was pronounced dead a short 
while afterwards. 

Police launched an investi¬ 
gation after the dog-walker 
said that she had seen a cou¬ 
ple of males ‘running away’ 
through the park. 

However it was concluded 
that the death was not suspi¬ 
cious, after officers recovered 


the knife and notes in Mr 
Fittes’ rucksack and at his 
home address. 

The coroner heard that Mr 
Fittes had a history of depres¬ 
sion and had tried to take his 
own life by taking paraceta¬ 
mol in the late 1990s and 
again in 2004. 

Three appointments had 
been made recently with the 
Mid-Bedfordshire 
Community Mental Health 
team, but the 50-year-old had 
not attended these. 

Coroner Tom Osborne 
recorded a verdict of suicide.

Teenager jailed after 
admitting gun crimes

A 19-YEAR-OLD from Luton 
has been jailed after he 
pleaded guilty to crimes 
involving firearms. 

Jordan Antoine appeared at 
Luton Crown Court on 
Tuesday where he admitted 
possessing a firearm of length 
less than 30cm/60cm - a pro¬ 
hibited weapon. He was sen¬ 
tenced to four years and eight 
months. 

The teenager also admitted 
possessing a firearm when 
prohibited for five years. 

He was sentenced to a 
further two years to run con¬ 
currently. 

A third count of possessing 
ammunition for a firearm 
received no penalty and was 
left to ‘lie on file’. 

This latest conviction is the 
result of the on-going investi¬ 
gation into gun crime in 
Luton by Bedfordshire Police, 
codenamed Operation Boson. 

So far 80 people have been 
arrested for gun-related 
crime, 72 warrants have been 
executed and 14 firearms 
have been recovered. 

A further 15 people are also 
charged with firearms, weap¬ 
ons and other related offenc-

es and are awaiting trial. 

DCI Dave Quarmby, leading 
the investigation into gun 
crime, said: “Seeing this man 
jailed as well as guns being 
taken off our streets is good 
news for Luton and 
Bedfordshire as a whole. 

“Bedfordshire Police is 
committed to reducing the 
threat caused by firearms 
and continues to make sig¬ 
nificant progress against this 
challenging hard core group 
of criminals. 

“I hope that those who insist 


on using weapons to further 
their criminal activity will sit 
up and think about what it is 
like to spend the next five 
years in prison and instead of 
following in his footsteps 
come forward and engage 
with Bedfordshire Police to 
help us fight crime and pro¬ 
tect the public.” 

Two thousand pounds of 
reward money is available 
from Crimestoppers and 
Bedfordshire Police for infor¬ 
mation about gun crime in 
Luton. 

A further £10,000 has also 
been made available from 
Crimestoppers in relation to 
the murder of Paul Foster 
who was shot and killed in 
April this year. 

Protection measures are 
available to anyone who 
wishes to speak to the police 
but are frightened to do so.

IPCC not part of ‘club’

The IPCC has a key role in 
providing independent oversight 
of police complaints and investi¬ 
gations into more serious and 
sensitive allegations against the 
police service. 

Commissioners like me, who 
by law can never have worked for 
the police, guarantee strong 
independence. 

We have ourselves expressed 
the need for us to have more 
powers and resources so that we 
can carry out more independent 
investigations, which can only 


help to improve public confi¬ 
dence in police integrity. We 
welcome the Flome Secretary’s 
move to provide them.

"W" IONS led by donkeys. 

I That was a description 

I of the British infantry in 

1 ^the First World War. 

It was a condemnation of 
brave soldiers being sent to 
their deaths by incompetent 
and indifferent leaders. 

I think there will be plenty of 
present donkeys who will be 
hoping to make some political 
capital out of next year, the 
100th anniversary of the start 
of the war. 

There has always been a 
disconnect between the 
praise of ‘our brave boys’ 
while they were fighting and 
being killed and the treatment 
they often received back home 
in ‘civvy street’. Until very 
recently there seemed little 
recognition of the trauma of 
war and the effect it had on 
the men fighting, which made 
it very difficult for some to 
integrate back into society. 

Where there has been no 
disconnect is the manner in 
which those fighting and 
dying become part of an often 
cynical attempt to 
justify the actions of govern¬ 
ments which prosecute these 
wars. And, of course, everyone 
has to be very PC, a 
philosophy the right-wing 
allegedly hates. 

To condemn the acts of 
aggression by governments 
becomes the same as 
denouncing those who are 
risking their lives performing 


Honour the dead, not 
always why they died 


those acts. Wearing a poppy is 
the latest example. On TV it 
seems to be mandatory and 
now begins around mid- 
October. 

There is nothing wrong with 
wearing a poppy and donating 
money to the Royal British 
Legion. Unless of course you 
are wearing it either because 
you have been told to, or to try 
to gain some form of advan¬ 
tage by demonstrating you 
care. I have been lucky 
enough not to have been 
involved in any major war. 

My grandad was in World 
War One and suffered shell 
shock at one point. He told me 
the story of how at the end of 
the war they all crossed no¬ 
man’s land to the German 
trenches and dugouts where 
there were some concrete pill 
boxes, which, to their 
surprise, were carpeted with 
Rugby Portland Cement bags. 
Wars have usually been good 
for capitalism. 

My dad was in World War 
Two and saw active service in 
India and Burma as a marine 
commando. He came back 
from a pretty tough time and 
in 1945, for the only time in 


his life, voted Labour. It was, 
he told me, because he was 
disgusted by the incompe¬ 
tence and indifference, to 
repeat a phrase, of the com¬ 
manding officers, who were 
drawn from the upper classes. 

Let’s hope that has all 
changed but if you look at our 
latest two adventures, in Iraq 
and Afghanistan, they don’t 
look much like victories - for 
democracy or the majority of 
the people living there. 

Even today the graves of 
Victoria Cross winners, the 
highest honour for valour that 
can be won on the field of 
battle, are not maintained by 
the state but left to decay. 

A charity, the Victoria Cross 
Trust, is trying to rectify that 
and best of luck to them, but 
again it smacks of being 
honoured and feted at the 
time but soon forgotten. 

So it is worth us all remem¬ 
bering today those who died 
in all the wars this country 
has fought but also that it 
wasn’t always for us they died. 

And that some of the causes, 
and people, who did send 
them were not worth dying 
for.

A PARTNERSHIP between

Jamie Magi added: “Parys 
wasn’t just a great friend to 
me he was someone I loved 
as part of my family, I can’t 
wait for the day when we 
meet again.” 

Parys’ oldest friend Lance 
Gentle-King, who has 
already raised over £6,000 
for a headstone by pledging 
to skydive, said: “I would 
never admit it to anybody 
but although P is younger 
than me I looked up to him 
and his confidence rubbed 
off on me. 

“I wish he was here so that 
I could tell him I love him 
like my brother.”

HUNDREDS of poverty- 
stricken villagers in Africa 
now have access to clean 
drinking water, after a well 
was installed in memory of a 
Luton Sixth Form College 
student.

JOHN Still will certainly not feel any more 
fondness towards the FA Cup after this one. 

Prior to his side’s short trip to Kent to take on a 
well-oiled Welling outfit, currently just three 
points shy of the Hatters in the Skrill Premier, 
Town’s boss said he had fallen out of love with 
the World’s oldest cup competition in its mod¬ 
ern day guise. 

On the back-burner of most team’s calendars, 
the magic of yesteryear has been lost in his eyes 
and so it will prove for Luton for another season 
after a luckless 2-1 defeat to Jamie Day’s men at 
Park View Road yesterday.

Paul Benson’s 55th minute nod home had 
revived interest after Welling had leapt to a two- 
goal lead at the break thanks to Ross Lafayette’s 
brilliance to supply first Lee Clarke in the 28th 
minute and then Joe Healy a minute before half 
time. 

With Town staring down the barrel of a first 
defeat in twelve competitive outings, they ral¬ 
lied but it was former Arsenal and Tottenham 
Hotspur youth product Butcher who stood tall 


to ensure the home side’s path to the second 
round. The Hatters were well aware of the hosts’ 
outstanding home form coming into this clash, 
having notched five wins from their nine league 
fixtures, including wins over Grimsby Town 
and a creditable home draw with pacesetters 
Cambridge United.

ALEX Butler took charge of his final game as 
AFC Dunstable manager on Saturday, closing 
the curtain on a largely successful nine year 
spell. 

He handed his resignation into chairman 
Simon Bullard earlier in the week, which was 
duly accepted. 

During his reign, Butler has guided The ODs

Bullard admitted that despite early interest 
in the position, he was in no rush to make a 
quick decision. 

“We’ll go through what we’ve received at the 
end of next week and then go from there, but 
there’s no rush, no set time frame,” he said. 

Unfortunately for Butler, there was to be no 
fairytale send-off, as his side were beaten 2-1 
at home to Biggleswade United. 

The visitors, fifth from bottom, took the lead 
after just eight minutes when James Peters 
netted after good work from Sam Nair. 


Chances came and went for both sides in an 
even contest, and AFC finally drew level mid¬ 
way through the second-half. 

A floated ball to the back post found Connor 
Smith, who intelligently headed back across 
the face of goal for BJ Christie to slot home. 

As the match looked to be petering out into a 
share of the spoils, one last chance for United 
ensured they left with maximum points. 

A long ball forward allowed Reynaldo Carbon 
to get the better of two defenders, and the 
striker’s effort superbly found the top corner.

JOHN Still felt the old 
adage of “a game of two 
halves” was the perfect 
depiction of his side's 
patchy performance as a 
first defeat in twelve 
games saw Luton Town fall 
at the first round in this 
season's FA Cup at Welling 
United yesterday.

“We have a lot of players 
that are young and learn¬ 
ing their trade but when 
they get an opportunity I 
want them to make the 
most of it and for us to still 
be making progress.” 

The absence of captain 
Ronnie Henry and Scott 
Griffiths in the full-back 
berths left the Hatters 
slightly disjointed at the 
back with less orthodox 
defender Andy Parry and 
the versatile Jake Howells 
filling in but a lack of collu¬ 
sion allowed two avoidable 
first-half strikes.

In the short term, despite 
Town now battling on just 
two fronts after this defeat, 
Still feels it will make his 
side a lot stronger in the 
future. 

“The boys got a standing 
ovation at the end for their 
second-half showing, not 
the first,” said Still.
